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Steve  Azar  spends  countiess  nights  on 
the  road.  This  spring  the  road  led 
him  home.  Azar,  a  1987  graduate, 
is  one  ofmanysuccessM  Statesmen.  The 
country  music  star  returned  to  DSU  in 
March,  kicking  off  this  year's  Springfest 
festivities  with  a  sold  out  show  at  the 
Bologna  Performing  Arts  Center. 

"I  get  back  to  campus  a  lot  in  my  mind, 
my  heart,  my  soul.  I  remember  a  lot  of 
the  growing  up  I  did  here  and  how  much 
it  mattered  in  my  song  writing,"  says  Azar, 
who  talked  about  how  important  his 
college  years  play  in  his  life  today.  "I 
come  back  a  lot  more  in  my  mind  than 
physically  because  I'm  working  so  much." 

The  work  started  early.  Azar  took  to 
entertaining,  songwriting,  and  playing 
before  he  entered  high  school.  By  the 
time  he  made  it  to  college,  in  Delta  circles 
he  was  a  seasoned  pro.  The  Greenville 
native  says  he  came  to  Delta  State  as  a 
quick  fix.  Initially,  intentions  were  to  play 
tennis  for  a  year  and  split.

"TLC"  is  a  popular  acronym  in  our  culture.  Now,  DSU 
transforms  what  commonly  translates  as  "tender  loving 
care,"  into  something  unique  to  the  university  and  region. 
The  Technology  Learning  Center  (TLC).  In  addition  to 
offering  the  campus  state  of  the  art  hardware,  TLC  staff  is 
on  hand  to  provide  the  training  needed  to  maximize  the 
center's  services.  In  all,  the  TLC  houses  four  distinct 
technology  areas:  Multimedia  Production  Area,  the  Model 
Classroom  Environment,  Faculty  Development  Lab,  and 
Video  Conferencing  Studio. 

The  Multimedia 
Production  area 
offers  the  "bells  and 
whistles"  without 
the  cost.  This  user 
friendly  laboratory 
setting  provides 
video  editing,  both 
VHS  and  digital, 
audio,  video  and  CD 
duplication,  desktop 
publishing,  graphic 
art  support,  and 
material  assembly. 
Whether  the  project 
is  a  promotional 
video,  instructional 
CD,  or  newsletter, 
the  possibilities  are 
endless! 

Technology  is  here 
to  stay,  which  means  classrooms  need  to  be  revamped  in 
order  to  incorporate  the  latest  equipment.  The  integration 
of  computer  resources,  data  projectors  or  monitors,  audio, 
video,  DVD,  and  other  media  technologies  create  a 
sophisticated  setting.  The  Model  Classroom  Environment 
is  a  place  for  faculty  to  explore  how  these  technologies 
relate  to  the  instructional  atmosphere.  This  new  age 
classroom  is  also  a  setting  where  faculty  can  learn  to  use 
these  resources.   One  particular  advancement,  now 
permanently  available  through  the  TLC  is  the  SMART 
Sympodium  which  combines  a  SMART  board  and  screen 
monitor.  The  presenter  highlights  and  marks  up  images 
being  projected,  captures  and  saves  notes  and  drawings, 
and  controls  the  use  of  other  applications-all  from  a  single 
"SMART"  screen.

In  order  to  help 
bridge  the  technological  generation  gap,  TLC  houses  a 
Faculty  Development  Lab.  Here,  faculty  can  come  and 
learn  the  "how  to"s"  of  web  design,  creating  desktop 
presentations,  designing  and  managing  web  courses,  and 
recording  and  editing  video.   In  addition  to  the  technology 
toys,  TLC  offers  an  ongoing  program  of  workshops, 
seminars,  and  training  events  that  are  practical

The  Video 
Conferencing  Studio 
provides  resources  for 
distance  learning 
courses,  video  and 
voice-data 

conferencing,  satellite 
downlinks,  and 
multimedia 
presentations.  The 
studio  combines  a 
high  tech  classroom, 
a  multipurpose 
video  conferencing 
setting  and 
television  studio  in  a 
flexible, integrated 
environment,  and  is  the  link  between  faculty  and  students 
to  others  throughout  Mississippi  and  the  world. 
The  new  TLC  was  created  during  the  reorganization  of  the 
Audio-Visual  and  Instructional  Development  departments. 
Dr.  Michelle  Roberts,  Chief  Information  and  Planning 
Officer,  says  the  mission  of  the  Technology  Learning 
Center  was  always  clear.  "The  goal  was  to  design  a 
service  setting  for  faculty  and  staff  where  media 
resources,  technical  support,  and  a  focus  of  quality 
instruction  could  be  fostered  and  sustained.  The  project 
really  started  to  taking  shape  when  Dr.  Larry  Lambert, 
Director  of  the  center  was  brought  on  board.   His  high 
energy  level  and  enthusiasm  for  the  project  made  the 
entire  process  move  a  lot  quicker  than  1  imagined," 
said  Roberts.

As  Rob  describes  it,  "1  wanted  the 
color  scheme  to  convey  energy  and 
excitement,  and  maybe  even  a  little 
mystery.  Overall.  I  wanted  the  painting 
to  be  a  true  representation  of  the 
festival.  I  just  wanted  a  big,  bright,  fun,  work  that  people  would 
enjoy." 

The  painting  is  intended  to  convey  the  "excitement  of  the  moment" 
that  the  Jam  patron  experiences.  The  painting  contains  four  elements: 
the  magical  nighttime  sky;  the  scenery  and  architecture  of  downtown 
Jackson;  the  perfomiers  on  stage  fuU  of  energy;  and  the  crowd.

The  Delta  Music  Institute  (DMI),  a  concept  conceived 
by  Carl,  will  house  the  largest  recording  studio  in  a  university  setting  in  the  nation  and  will  be  the  home  of  the  new

"The  most  unique  aspect  of  the  Delta  Music  Institute  will  be  its 
enormous  recording  studio  featuring  5.1  surround-sound  monitoring 
systems  with  the  capability  for  a  full  symphony  with  100-voice  choir," 
said  Collier  Parker,  Dean,  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Located  in 
Whitfield  Gym,  the  DMI  is  being  modeled  after  Abbey  Road  Studio  One 
in  England.  A  smaller  recording  studio  will  be  used  for  contemporary 
rock,  jazz,  hip-hop,  or  blues  recording.   "Not  only  will  Delta  State  offer 
the  highest  level  of  equipment,  but  the  top  echelon  of  teaching  professionals  as  well,"  said  Parker.

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Teague  named  Athletic  Director 

Dr.  Bradley  B.  Teague,  a  1992 
graduate,  became  the  new  Athletic 
Director  on  July  1,  2003,  after 
Dr.  Jim  Jordan's  retirement. 

Teague  was  a  standout  baseball 
player  for  Delta  State  from  1989-1992. 
He  currently  ranks  second  on  the  DSU 
all-time  lists  in  career  victories  with  29 
and  in  career  appearances  with  63.  His 
13  victories  in  1991  ranks  fifth  on  the 
DSU  single  season  list  earning  him 
All-Gulf  South  Conference,  ABCA 
All-South/South  Central  Region  and 
ABCA  All- American  laurels.  He 
repeated  as  All-GSC  in  1992  before 
graduating  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  mathematics  that  year. 
Teague  received  his  Masters  of 
Education  in  administration  and 
supervision  from  Delta  State  in  1995 
and  earned  his  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  in  University  Leadership  from 
the  University  of  Mississippi  in  2000. 

Teague  began  his  career  as  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Delta  State 
Alumni/Foundation  in  August  1992. 
While  at  DSU  he  oversaw  the 
accounting  and  acknowledgement 


procedures  of  gifts  and  pledges  to  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the 
university  Foundation.  He  also 
assisted  in  all  aspects  of  the 
University's  first  multi-million  dollar 
capital  campaign. 

Teague  left  Delta  State  in  June 
1996  to  assume  the  duties  of 
Assistant  Athletic  Director  at  Ole 
Miss  and  in  July  1998  became  the 


Associate  Director  of  the  Ole  Miss 
Loyalty  Foundation.  As  Associate 
Director,  he  was  responsible  for 
projecting,  formulating  and  publishing 
a  $10  million  annual  budget  in 
conjunction  with  the  athletic  budget 
and  presenting  it  to  the  Ole  Miss 
Loyalty  Foundation  Board  of 
Directors.  He  was  project  coordinator 
and  soHcitor  for  Ole  Miss's  $35  million 
capital  campaign.  Teague  also  served 
as  project  coordinator  and  solicitor  for 
Ole  Miss's  $25  million  football 
stadium  end  zone  expansion  in  2000 
and  assisted  with  a  $13  million  sideline 
expansion  in  1996.  He  was  also 
involved  in  coordinating  the  Athletic 
Department's  courtesy  car  program  and 
game-day  manager  for  stadium 
premium  seating.   He  organized  the 
statewide  Football  Coaches' 
Supplement  meetings  and  assisted  the 
Development  Director  with  Title  IX 
compliance  and  coaches'  contracts.

Delia  Hamilton 

It  Is  a  small  world 


In  the  spring  of  2002,  Delia     . 
Hamilton  graduated  from 
Delta  State  with  a  degree  in 
Elementary  Education.  After 
marrying,  Delia  moved  to  Rogers, 
Ark.  and  was  hired  as  a  third 
grade  teacher  at  Eastside 
Elementary  School.  Arkansas 
state  law  requires  all  new  teachers 
to  be  mentored  during  their  first 
year  of  employment.  Delia's 
mentor  turned  out  to  be  Doris 
Plitt,  a  1970  DSU  graduate. 

Doris  began  her  teaching  career 
in  Mississippi,  then  taught  in 
Louisiana  and  Texas  before 
moving  to  Arkansas,  teaching  the 
third  grade  in  the  same  room 
where  Delia  teaches  now.  In  the 
summer  of  2002,  Doris  trained  as 


a  mentor  as  part  of  the  Pathwise 
Program  with  Praxis  III. 

The  mentoring  program 
requires  25  hours  of  out  of 
school  mentoring  time,  plus  18 
hours  of  during  school  time  for 
observations  and  feedback  each 
semester.  Doris  and  Delia  have 
attended  conferences  together 
and  implemented  two  new 
programs  in  third  grade  as  a 
result  of  mentoring  experiences. 
The  high  level  of  training  and 
expectations  at  Delta  State 
affected  the  careers  of  a  veteran 
educator  with  over  30  years  of 
service  and  a  novice  educator 
with  her  professional  life  just 
beginning.

Donor  triples  her  income  and  makes  gift  to  the  University! 


Frances  Lee  Wong,  of  Cleveland,  was  earning  2%  on  a  Certificate  of 
Deposit  (CD).  When  the  CD  came  due  in  early  June,  she  took  the  money 
and  converted  it  to  a  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  offered  by  the  Delta  State 
University  Foundation.  In  return  the  Foundation  Office  will  pay  her  7.8%  for 
life  on  the  amount  of  the  gift.  The  7.8%  payout  rate  is  fixed  for  life  and  is  based 
on  Mrs.  Wong's  age  of  78. 

"I'm  proud  of  Delta  State  University.  My  three  daughters  and  son  all  attended 
the  University.  My  husband,  Glenn  Wong,  Sr.,  always  told  them  that  they  can 
get  just  as  good  an  education  at  Delta  State  as  they  could  anywhere  in  the 
country,"  said  Mrs.  Wong.  "I  decided  to  take  what  little  I  had  and  give  it  to  the 
University  to  help  students  who  are  needy.  I  had  planned  to  leave  something  in 
my  will  to  this  great  University,  but  decided  to  give  it  now.  Because  I  did  it  now 
I  will  receive  a  guaranteed  income  for  the  rest  of  my  life." 

Mrs.  Wong,  bom  in  Louise,  will  receive  quarterly  payments  for  the  remainder 
of  her  life.  "I  am  a  retired  senior  citizen  and  earning  three  times  what  I  was 
making  on  a  CD  helps  me,"  she  said.  "I  give  God  credit  for  blessing  us  with 
Delta  State.  All  of  my  teachers  at  Louise  Consolidated  School  were  Delta  State 
graduates." 

She  volunteered  at  the  Baptist  Student  Union  for  fourteen  years  and  is  in  her 
tenth  year  as  a  volunteer  at  Bolivar  Medical  Center  where  she  has  logged  7,500 
volunteer  hours.   "I'm  still  here  after  78  years  trying  to  work  for  God,"  Mrs. 
Wong  said  in  conclusion  to  the  interview.
